Arms Production 


Begins To Roll 


Announcement that United States 
arms production is hitting its stride 
must have meant an uneasy New Year 
observance in the Kremlin. Defense 
Mobilization Director Fowler’s report 
offers great anepeement to the free 
world. 

The Politburo cask wixe no comfort 
either in news that nations we aré com- 
mitted to help in building up world de- 
fenses against Communist aggression 
received record shipments in October. 

The step-up in arms deliveries will 
allay some of the criticisms aimed at our 
defense production schedules. Actually, 
slowness has been due in part to our 
decision to build our defense industry 
atop our consumer production plant— 
a calculated risk that apparently has 
succeeded. Certainly we have main- 
tained our civilian economy on a much 
more even keel than was anticipated. 

We have had to re-tool many old 
plants, build new ones, and superimpose 
additional production fatilities 
existing ones. The intention was to pro- 
vide both guns and butter; \to achieve 
adequate defense production over and 
above the regular requirements of the 
civilian economy. 

The tooling and building ‘stage is 
just now giving way to production. 


Only last month the first B-47 to come 


off the assembly lines at Marietta took 
to the air. From here on out, the volume 
of defense goods should increase to a 
flood. The backlog of appropriated funds 
will show up as guns, planes, and tanks. 


During the coming year we should» 


achieve many of the goals set as mini- 
mum for our national defense and gain 
considerably in the struggle to achieve 
a world balance of military power 
favoring the West. 

Once achieved, the real test of 
patience will come. The pressure of 
defense spending is expected to ease 
off in 1954. However, that must not be 
the signal again to dismantle our pro- 
duction facilities and disarm our fight- 
ing men. Communist pressure will con- 
tinue. But the Reds will find us;in a 
better bargaining position for an even- 
tual disarmament program. 

Barring agreement on disarmament, 
the United States and all its dllies must 
emain strong for an indefinite period. 

e Western World’s armies and equip- 
ment and its production facilities must 
be in a state of constant readiness. 

It is too early to say that we again 
have achieved a production miracle. 
It is possible to see, however, that 
American production genius and know- 
how have been the major bars to Soviet 
world domination. Without it, the world 
might well be a Communist entity 
today. As it is, we go into 1953 one step 
nearer the goal of eventual security.

Sixty 
per cent of the battle line is held by 
Korean troops, 15 per cent by our other 
allies, and 25 per cent by Americans. 
From these figures it would appear that 
we are not, as charged, bearing the 
principal burden of the fighting. 

We have five of the-15 divisions in 
action in Korea, with 2,500 South Ko- 
reans attached to each of our divisions. 

All of these men are fighting together 
without dissatisfactions or disagree- 


ments among them under the command.

The welcome mat is out for the 
Prime Minister of Great Britain. It will 
still be out if he should return next year 
or if he wishes to deliver his final 
blasts at a joint session of the United 
States Congress at the age of 90. We 
listen to him because we like him and 
because he has something to say. 


The affection that the American peo- 
ple have for one of the greatest men of 
this or any other age is a very real and 
living emotion.

At Highway Toll 


The people of Georgia, after a month of 


“blood and murder on the highways that has 


surp _— almost any previous period of 
slaughter, are ready to. support stringent 
regulations governing the state’s traffic situ- 
ation. 


The upcoming session of the General As- 
sembly would be an ideal time psychologi- 
cally for a tough safe driver law, a safety 
inspection law and a title registration law. 


Investigations reveal that the brutal truth 
about traffic accidents is that many drivers 
are just plain lousy drivers. They don’t know 
how .to drive automobiles, they don’t know 
and don’t remember the. simplest rules of 
highway courtesy; they speed when they 
should be going slow and. they creep when 
they should move along; they drive in the 
middle of the road and they take tom fool 
chances with other people’s lives. They can’t

Change lies at the very heart of the uni- 
verse; all life is dynamic. But God is con- 
stant and steadfast. Our faith in God-is the 
most steadying, and therefore the most hope- 
ful, element in all life.

be solved by any Secretary of De- 
fense.”’ 


At the heart of the problem, said 
Lovett, was “‘excessive rigidity’ 
in the language of the law. and out- 
moded organization of the defense 
structure. He noted that practical- 
ly all Pentagon problems — could 
better be handled if there were 
more ‘“‘flexibility’’ in the law. Lov- 
ett observed that “traditional pro- 
cedures,’’ possibly meaning the 
‘military’s habit of doing things by 
precedent, were likely to become 
‘ill adapted to current conditions.” 

Lovett singled out the oft-criti- 
cized Munitions board, the func- 
tions of which,.he said, are rigidly 
prescribed by law. Under statute, 
Lovett said, the board, which has 
a member from each of the armed 
services sitting under a chairman, 
makes the service official] ‘‘both 
a claimant and a judge of his own 
requests.” This situation, although 
Lovett did not say as much in his 
report, has led to a great deal of 
“log-rolling’’ in munitions board 
meetings, according to Pentagon 
observers. .

applied equally to the joint chiefs 
of staff and the Research and 
Development Board, the neers 
continued.

Weir said major projects include 


$1,000,000 for the second year of. 


‘ a five-year program to extend 
water mains into areas annexed 
to the city under the Plan of Im- 
' provement, and construction of 
the second two-million gallon stor- 
age tank. 


This new facility will cost up- 
wards of $400,000, Weir said, and 
will be situated in the East Atlanta 
section. He said a $350,000 new 
main extendfhg 18,000 feet from 
near Grady Hospital to East At- 
lanta must be installed to make 
the facility usable. 


Weir also has scheduled another 
$400,000 outlay for extension of 
the 48-inch West End feeder main 
along Chestnut St., extending 4,800 
feet from Jefferson to Simpson 
Sts., to comply with demands of 
fire underwriters. | 

The project has already been 
started, and is being completed in 
installments, according to Weir. 


80 MILES OF PIPE 


To extend mains into annexed 
areas, Weir said approximately 80 
miles of new pipe, ranging in dia- 
meter from six to 24 inches, will 
provide water services for an“#d- 
ditional 3,500 persons. 


In this connection, Weir said 
that by 1958 service will be ex- 
tended to the additiona) 82 square 
miles of Atlanta annexed under 
the Plan. 


More than 500 fire hydrants were 
installed in 1952, Weir reported, 
with an additional 650 planned for 
1953. :

Cotton Fell 
$45 a Bale 
In Half-Year 


By LEON FRENDLING 
NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 1—7—A 
dramatic shrinkage occurred in 
raw cotton values in the last half 
of 1952 as export pipelines clogged 
and as supplies, which turned out 
larger than anticipated, began to 
back up in trade channels. A gen- 
eral decline in U. S. and world 
commodity price levels helped de- 
press the staple. 

From a high point of nearly 43 
cents a pound—established early in 
the year—prices fell to around 34 
cents a pound in November—an ex- 
tremé swing of about $45 a bale. 
The biggest: part of the decline 
came in September, October and 
November as farmers sold the new 
crop freely on the declining market 
with production prospects mounting 


and with exports and goods moving 
| Slowly. 


HIGH LEVEL 


Prices stayed on a high level— 
in a range of 40 to 42 cents a pound 
—most of the first half of the year, 
except for a temporary fall to 
around 38 cents in the spring when 
a drought in Texas was broken, in- 
dustrial strife broke out and hopes 
mounted for a settlement in Korea. 

The big support in the first half 
of the year was a huge flow of 
exports, the movement carrying 
over from 1951. This offset stag- 
nation in the domestic goods mar- 
kets. Later, the stagnation in goods 
spread to foreign areas, more com- 
petition developed in world cotton 
markets and Uncle Sam’s custom- 
ers for cotton began to turn else- 
where for supplies, or else did with- 
out in a general tightening of belts. 


QUESTION MARK 


The new year is a big question 
mark in cotton. There is hope in 
trade circles that the movement 
of staple abroad will pick up ma- 
terially—the Mutual Security Agen-} 
cy has made grants of around 100 
million dollars to foreign countries 
recently—and the long depressed 
domestic textile markets have 
shown signs of better health after 
a long struggle to adjust inventory 
positions. 

Producer organizations are begin- 
ning. to talk a cutback in plantings 
to adjust supply-demand balance. 
Unless there is a great increase 
in domestic utilization and unless 
foreign purchases are stepped up
